Survey for Bar Hill

Quality of life in Cambridgeshire 
Residents continue to feel happy, safe, well 
connected to their local communities, and 
believe the County is a great place to raise 
children - all according to the second annual 
Quality of Life survey. 


5,500 residents took part in the survey— 
1,100 in each of Cambridgeshire’s districts. 


This year the council engaged with some 
specific groups including those with lived 
experience of homelessness, the criminal 
justice system, drug or alcohol dependency 
as well as those under the age of 18. A 
general online public survey allowed all 
resident to take part. 


In numbers: 


- 72% have high or very high levels of 
happiness. Higher than the national average. 
- Residents felt positive about their area; 
85% feel safe, 75% feel they belong. 

- Fewer residents report struggling with 
mental health this year (37% down to 29%) 
and a lower proportion report issues with 
physical health (40% down to 31%). 


- Significant numbers of young 


people (43% of 25—34-year-olds and

40% of 18—24-year-olds) continue to be 
more likely to report mental health struggles. 


- Residents reporting that they often feel 
lonely remains high at 31% of residents. 


- Younger residents are again more likely to 
report loneliness (53% of 18-24 year olds). 


- Cost of living remains residents’ highest 
concern, with 87% of residents concerned 
this year. 


The County’s budget 2025-26 

The council’s current position forecasts an 
overspend of £9.6M for the current financial 
year—that’s 2% of its budget. The county 
council’s estimated budget gap for next year 
(2025/26) has increased from £23.5M to 
more than £39M, largely due to a 
combination of increasing demand for 
services, inflationary pressures, and 
uncertainty over future funding from 
Government. 


Over the last ten years, the council’s core 
government funding has reduced by 70% in 
real terms. Combined with more steep rises 
in inflation and a surge in demand for 
services supporting some of our most 
vulnerable residents, this has added further 
cost pressures to the council.

A longstanding problem on Crafts Way has 
been repaired. Every vehicle that drove 
across the trench sent an impact through the 
material under the road which reverberated 
under the houses in Foxhollow. 

The company that did the faulty work in the 
first place had served out their guarantee, so 
the County Council stepped in to make good 
the repairs.

Wildlife Gardening in December 
December may seem quiet in the garden, but 
there’s plenty you can do to support wildlife 
through the winter months. Here are some 
ideas for wildlife-friendly gardening: 


1. Create Shelter for Wildlife 

Resist the urge to cut back plants with seed 
heads. Plants like sunflowers, teasels, and 
coneflowers provide food. 


Leave piles of leaves and wood as these can 
act as shelter and warm hiding spots for 
hibernating animals, like hedgehogs, frogs, 
and insects. 


2. Set Up Bird Feeders and Baths 
Birds have fewer food sources in winter, so 
putting out high-energy options like fat 
balls, sunflower hearts, and peanuts to keep 
them warm and energised. 


Fresh, clean water can be hard to come by in 
winter, especially if it freezes. Check your 
birdbath daily, breaking any ice, and refill 
with clean water. 


3. Create Shelter and Nesting Sites 
Make or leave piles of logs or sticks in a 
quiet corner of the garden. These create 
habitat for insects, fungi, and even small 
mammals. 


If you have hedgehogs in your area, putting 
out a hedgehog house filled with dry leaves 
or straw as a Safe hibernation site. 


4. Plant Native Trees and Shrubs 
Winter is a great time to plant native 
evergreens like holly or berry-bearing 
shrubs, such as rowan and hawthorn. These 
provide winter shelter and food for birds and 
small mammals. 


If conditions allow, you can plant native 
wildflower seeds in cleared patches or 
consider plants that will benefit pollinators 
next year, like foxgloves or heathers. 


By focusing on providing food, shelter, and 
water, you can help support wildlife through 
the winter.

IAN SOLLOM MP NEWSLETTER 


At the end of October, all eyes (both those in 
Parliament and right across the UK) were 
firmly on the Chancellor as she delivered the 
Government’s Autumn Budget. It was the 
first Labour Budget since 2010, the first by a 
female Chancellor and indeed the first 
Budget speech that I was in Parliament to 
witness first-hand. 


The NHS, on its knees after the awful 
mismanagement of the Conservatives, has 
got to be the priority for this government, 
and it was shocking and disappointing to not 
hear a single mention of primary care in the 
Budget speech. GPs and dentists are the 
frontline of our NHS and it’s deeply 
concerning that the only clarity they have at 
the moment is an increase in costs from the 
increase in Employer’s National Insurance 
Contributions. I worry what this means for 
residents of St Neots and Mid- 
Cambridgeshire given the challenges many 
already face in accessing primary care. 


Bar Hill’s GP Surgery has been a particular 
concern of mine recently. While I received 
many letters this month from GPs concerned 
about the effect the Government’s decision 
to raise Employer’s National Insurance 
Contributions would have on their surgeries’ 
budgets, I also heard of the problems the 
Maple Surgery is facing with its physical 
infrastructure. Too many local surgeries 
have given back their contracts recently due 
to seeing ever-growing NHS Property 
Services (NHSPS) charges, but little to no 
action on remedying infrastructure 
problems, and I do not want to see Maple 
Surgery forced to do the same. Having 
discussed this with colleagues in Parliament, 


it is clear that these issues with NHSPS are 
not isolated to Bar Hill but are widespread 
across many constituencies. I am now 
planning to write directly to the Secretary of 
State for Health and Social Care to raise this 
and press for better transparency in the 
allocation of funding to GP surgeries. 


In other news, this month I wrote to the Bar 
Hill Parish Council to support the Bar Hill 
Community Association Christmas 
Committee’s application for a funding grant 
for the Christmas Light Switch On. Seeing 
towns and villages across the constituency 
begin to be lit up for the festive season will 
be a much-welcome lift from the colder 
weather that has suddenly arrived! I look 
forward to attending the event myself on the 
7th of December. 


I now have regular weekly surgeries 
happening both in person across the 
constituency and online for those who prefer 
that option. So far, I have held surgeries on 
Fridays and Saturday mornings in St Neots, 
Cambourne and Northstowe, as well as 
every Wednesday morning online. I hope to 
venture to many other places in the 
upcoming months. The surgeries are by 
appointment only, so if you would like to 
meet, please contact me at the address below 
and a member of my team will be in touch.

Care Together — supporting older adults across 
Cambridgeshire 


Cambridgeshire County Council is reshaping the way it offers local support to older adults. The 
Care Together programme is working in collaboration with other agencies and charitable 
organisations to make this change. We offer seed funding grants annually to establish or expand 
community groups with a focus on reducing social isolation, loneliness and improving the 
wellbeing of older adults and those caring for them. 


In 2023 the Care Together programme awarded funding locally to the Evergreens reminiscence 
group to set up and work in connection with the local social prescriber. The group invites some 
local people to these groups each month. The Knit and Natter group were awarded funding to 
continue their work and extend opportunities to new people wanting to learn how to knit. They 
have bought knitting needles and wool and welcome new people each week. This year, the 
Cambridge United Foundation Trust were awarded a grant to continue their work with walking 
footballers. 


Care Together commissioner — Leneva Nwachukwu has spoken to many participants across the 
three grant funded projects, and shared her findings: “People attending these groups are enjoying 
the activity and plan to continue attending. It is a delight to hear back from people about 
improvements in physical and mental wellbeing and know that these groups are bringing people 
together locally. Some people | have spoken to across South Cambridgeshire experience social 
isolation and are concerned about their mental wellbeing. We are hoping an increasing number of 
partners will work with us to offer more opportunities for older adults to get involved in”. 


Another initiative from the Care Together team is the introduction of Care Micro-Enterprises 
(CMEs). These are small businesses who can offer care & support services locally to residents. 
They have a particular focus on supporting older adults to live well and independently in their own 
homes. The type of support CMEs offer could include: 


e Care Respite Services — providing breaks from caring for informal carers 

e Holistic Homecare — general wrap around support typically delivered in the home, to 
enable a person to continue to live well independently. This could include things like 
cleaning, gardening, meal preparation, prescription collections, grocery shopping, support 
to access GP appointments, companionship & befriending, support with administration & 
correspondence 

e Personal care — day to day support i.e., bathing, dressing and medication
